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The Tenure of OMce Act.
From the N. Y. Natwon,

General Batler's friends are annouvcing
with much zeal that he {8 about to press his
bill for the repeal of the Tenure-of-Oifise aot
through the Houte as soou as Congress meats
sgain, with the view, the Springfiaid Republi-
can snggests, of establishiog a thoroughly
ecordial nuderstandivg with General Grant
before the distribution of offices begins nnder
the new admiuistration, Those who paid at-
tention o the canvass in the Fifth Massachn-
potta distriot will remember that the only
charge or threat or prediotion from hi: oppo-
nents whioh seemed to throw him off his
guard, was a hint—we forgel from what
quarter—that, even if elected, Grant would
pay no attention to his wishes in the appoint-
ments to office.

This seemed to exasperate him a good daal,
and cansed him to forget for a moment the
rolo of admirer of Graot in whivh he was then
figuring, and to exclaim that it Graot at.
temwpted anythivg of the kind, he (Batler)
wonld give him plenty to do, or words Lo that
effect— meaning that Grant wonld fiod in him
what is popularly called *'a tronblesoms ous-
tomer." Theinference the Kepullican therefora
draws is, that the pew billi8 dne to General
Butler's fear that Grant may possibly cherish
ginister designs with regard to the Batler
ghare of the gpolls, and the latter therefora
wishies to avoid an open row by establishing,
before the division beging, a claim on the new
President’s gratitunde,

Ag a plevs of speculative inquiry, there is
much in this examination of General Batler's
motives to commaund our respsoct, but we doabt
the ntility of examining his motives for aots
in themselves good. He does s0 many things
in themselves, bad that the aunalysis of his
mentsl sod moral constitution may #afely be
reserved for occasions on which these vowme
under digcussion. For onrselves, we are quite
willing to take any active support he gives to
useful legisiation—and uoull now he can
hardly be gald to have given any whatever-—
at its full value, and to be only too thankfal
that he is not in mischief. If his zeal abont
the repeal of the Tenure of-Office act were only
guflivient to prevent his dawmaging the public
credit by writivg letters sbont taxing the
bonds—a kind of work in which he has been
vigorously engaged during the last week or
two—it would delight us, sven if the maasare
were not in itself as useiul a8 we believe it
to be.

It is mot difficult to defend the Tenurs of-
Offics act, even if its resnlts have not proved
as valoable as was expected, or even if it be
now proved worthless or mischisvous ag a
permanent arrapgement, In the earlier days
of Mr. Johnson's guarrsl with Congress, in
1866, the most prominesnt of his hallucinations
undoubtedly was his belisf that he was going
to be the founder of a naw party, which was
to back him uvp in excluding Congress from
all share in the wo'k of recoostrootion, and
he auvd his friends made no secret of his inten-
tion to use, or rather abuse, the appointing
power in aid of this sobeme, With the
enormons amonut of patropage which has
been at the disposal of the President sinoce

the outbresk of the war, it was easy
to sea that even if hs counld not make
it available for the defeat of Congreas

at the elections, he conld nse 1t 5o as to create
a falze impression every whers, aud ezpecially
at the South, of his real strength, snd the
suocoess or failure of recowstruciion depsnded
largely on the SBonthern comprehension of the
real state of feeling at the North, and of the
exaot extent of the President’s power. Even,
therefore, if Congrass was not shooked by ths
gpectacle of the convergion of the oivil ser-
vants of the Goveroment into electioneering
tools—which it certainly was not, for no
gpactacle was wmore familisr—and even il it
had besn fally aware, a3 most members, we
feel pure, were, that no sach restriction of the
I'resident’'s powers and responsibilities conld
be justified as a permanent ensotment—its
depriving Mr. Johnson of the authority to
dismiss, with a view simply to the existing
emergency, wad a8 natural and proper as any
other slerf in the reconstruction process,

He and his friends wounld doubtless have
held strong ground, if he had been able, in
defending his anthority against Congressional
encroachment, to appear as the champion of
reform, or as the advooats of the withdrawal
of the civil service from the arens of party
politios altogether. Bat he was not able to do
anything of the kind, He could not pretend
that the appointments or dismissals made by
him without Congressivnal interference would
be or were any better tuan those in which Con-
gress meddled, or that the nation would lose
anything as regarded the purity and efliviency
of the administration by Laviog his responsi-
bility lessened.

The aot undoubtedly had the effect of dis-
abusing the President and his supporters of
the idea that he was either a formidabls politi-
oal enemy or a valuabls political friend, and
of putting an end (o all hops iu any quar-
ter of his being able to impwde seriously the
work of reconstruocon. Buat here its useful-
ness ended. In go far as it helped to precipi-
tate impeachment it wa¢ a calamity. It has
done nothing to lmprove thwe publio servids.
The President, if he had had full swing, conld
not have mads it woree Lhan it is at this mo-
ment, The Senate, if it had had none of the
power of interference the act has givan it,
could not have done less for reform than it has
done gince the not was passed.

In faot, whatever changs has ooconrred in
the administrutive system sincs the act was

ussed has been for the worse and oot for the

tter, and the difficulty of reform has been
inoreased becande it is wore diffisult than aver
to fix the responsibility of abnses. To whom
we owe the swarm of rasoals who figare in the
dissolving views offured to the pablic by the
warious “‘rings,”” nobody can tell. Mr, Joha-
gon says it is the Sevate, and the Senate says
it ia Mr. Johnson. Al the pubiic oan tell is
that both are concerned in it. Bat ooe thing
ia certain, aud that is, that the rapsal, “pure
and simple,’” of the [Tenure-of Office act will,
as a measure of ratorm, prove illusory nuless
nocompanied by the passage of the Civil Sar-
vice bill; and if Genpsral Batler waats to asso
olate bis name with somwthiog mesfal, let him
rally to the gapport of this also. It would be
dificnlt for ns, without seeming extravagant,
to express all the conlilenos we feel fu Gens-.
ral Cirant’s character and ability, kot he
would have to be mors than mortal if ha con'td
make head against the corruplion which now
prevails in Washington withont the aid of &
radioal change in the syideni.

The mers rastoration of the suthority the
T'resident enjoyed before the passage of the
Yenure-of Office aot, though = step in ths
right direction, would enable him to asom.

'igh little or nothing. Thws various *‘rlogs"

ave during the last three or four years
gained such emormons strength’ that unless
the President’s legal snthority—that 18, legal
power of exercising his disorstion—ia sur-
yonnded by stronger barriers than his per-
sonal character, however good or wige or able
Le may be, can supply, he must, sooner or

Iater, puoonmb or be ontwitled. The matter
is all the more importaut becanse, with Grant
in the Presidential oliair nntrammelled by
pledgen, and with a great reputation and an-
questioned olaims on the national gratitade at
Lis baek, a ohanoe of choosing betwean the
upward and the downward road in the oon-
duot of the Government ig offered us whioh
may net come again in the Jifetime of any of
those who welected him, or come at all till re-
form wounld have to be purchaged by great
structural changes in the Government.

It is & onrions and not very intslli-
gible fact. i

Our Central Government,it is said, employs
and pays 00,000 office-holders. They are
linble to be supplanted to please some whim —
are sure to be supplanted whenever there is a
change of President. BSixty thousand in offive
jmplies one million out of office who are mov-
ing heaven and earth to get in. Tams whols of
these we may put down a8 professed politi-
clans—men who are anxiona to make politics
their business. It seems that & man who has
once held an office forever wants Lo hold an
office. Ile canmot be ocured by any known
meana. A million capable men at this moment
among our people are passing a wretched and
scheming winter in the vague hope that they
may gelt an offios next spring from (heneral
Cirant,

It is the most hopeless form of insanity
one wonld think, for it is apparent from the
figurea of the Blue Book that there are mot

| five hundred offices in the whole conntry

which wi'! pay a man a decent support. The
pay of the SBecretary of the Treasury is about
one-half that of a gocd bank president; that
that of A member of Congress is one-hall that
of a good conntry lawyer; while the smaller
departmental offices are notorisusly insutlivient
to support & family. lcappears by recent de-
velopments that men do want the placs of lo-
ternal Revenue Commisrsioner—salary 4000 —
who are at this time in receipt of salaries of
§10,000 to 13,000 —and this, too, iun fave of
the fact that it cannot be he«ld over foar
years, and may be suatohed away at any
rroment.

The explanation of this astounding condi-
tion of thinges is fonnd by sowme iu the theory
that men are venal., It is and has been arged
that men seek for offices not for the salaries,
but for the plunder. To & cerlain extent this
is doubtless true, but we are loth to believe it
to its full extent. Dat it iz not to be doabted
that oar system is a8 bad as it can be aod is
the worst ever inveuted. When the phrase,
““to the victors belong the spoils’ was applied,
it was the most devilish text ever preached
from: we bave been preaching and practising
it mow these three decades. Men who get
ollices know that their oficial 1ife is short, and
it they can be tempted to make the most of
their ghort time, they will be. *“Make hay
while the sun shipes” is 8 maxim guite as
generally accepted and acted upon by the
politician as the farmer.

What is tiue of the Central Government wa
may assume to be true of (he lesser govern-
ments. We conclude that there are 25,000 to
J0,000 men in this city who bold plaves, or
expect to, in the ity government. We know
of men who go into gchool boards and every
other small place, who can have no purposs
but the hope of pickings. We know of men
who give up §0 a day l,u’o to the Legislatare
to get d3—and for what 7 And those who are
not directly venal are sustained by the hopa
that “*something will turn up' by which they
shall benefit,

The truth is, that this system is corrupting
the body politio, We read polities and talk
politics and smoke politics and drink politics
the year ronnd. There geems to be somsthing
fascinaling to mertal man to bs put up aund
pushed forward by a great party. He finds
himself talked about, courted and treated by
everybody as if he were a great man; and this,
to most men, is the same a8 il he wore. He
arrives at a dignity which he has hardly dared
to dream of, and thus we are being converted
into & nation of politicians; and that means
ruin. The politician must exist, and he is, or
onght to be, & moat valuable man; bat he
ought to allow his fellow-men to ssek him,
rather than he to huut his fellow-men.

But as a business it is poor, and the payis
small. Vensal or not, hardly any man can
keep money if he makes it in that way. There
are & thousand demands upon him, and it
takes & gharp brain and & ready purde under
onr gystem for & man to keep bis place againat
the million who are trying to get it away from
him.

Mr. Reverdy Johuson,
Laird, reichoss Laird’'s  assertion that
fault i3 fuuod with oar Mioister by oap-
tious Yankees becinse he sympathized with
the South in our late struggle. This was a
grogs misstutement'when originally uttered by
Laird, and becomes fometbivg worsggwhen
uttered by Johuson. Tuey sre both professing
to state the views of their antagonists, aud are
morally bonud to state them fairly and honestly.
Let ug bricfly set them straight—

Mr. Laird’s sywmpatbies wmay concern him
deeply, but do uot av atl voneern the American
poople. We do not ioguire ioto chem, be-
canse we care nothiog about thewm,

Theusands of his fellow Tories sympathized
warmly with onr slavelolding Rebsls; yot we
peither remonstrated vor took offsnge. They
were gprandsons of men who surrendered
with Burgoyne at Saratoga, or with Corowallis
at Yorktown, or tbe sous of gallant fellows
who recoiled from the deadly fire of Jackson's
lines at New OUOcleans. The youoger brood
thonght they had atlast a chavoe to *‘get
even'' with ns, s0 they shouted and cheared
for the Southern Confederacy like good honest
Tories, as they are. i was homan naturs to
do go: aud we don’t bear them a shadow of
ill-wiil for it. Under like circomstauvces, we
might have dous much the same.

Mr. Laird’s case is entirely diffsrent. Hs
was 8 member of Parliament, Parllament ia
the wostinflnential part of the British Govern-
mwent. That Government, while recognizing
the Rebels as a belligerent power, enjoined on
ite subjects the strictest neutrality in oar con-
test. Mr. Laird conspicuonsly,. paraistently
violated that neutrality. e made war upon
us, in deflance of the Queen’s Prooclamation.
He waged & mean, cowardly, vandal war npon
us, by building and equipping swift and strong
war sleamers—ewift enough to overtake our
barmless merchantmen and ron away from
our national craisers, sent ont to protect our
commerce. 'Those steamera, built and Atted
out by Laird, traversed every sea and looked
in at every port, cheered and feted where
Torylsm, whether of the Old World or the
New, had a votary, aud lighting up the skies
with the flames of our unarmed vessels, bonnd
on voyages of peace and good-will to all. The
injury done us by Laird's pirates fu that hoar
of our patioual agony and peril was far be-
yond the value of the vessels and cargoss d»-
stroyed by his British-bailt, British-srmed,
Britvish-manned ocorsairs. Not what we loat,
but when we lost it, and ita inevitable effuct
in driving our commerce from the seas or
under foreign flags, is the vital consideration.

Mr. R. Jobnson was sent to Eogland 1o de-
mand reparation for the vrael wrong done us
by Laird & Co., 80 far as reparation can now
be made. He was gent to maks Great Britain
realize that Laird's war npon us was as law-
legs as 1t was oowardly—that it wag & wrong
which we conld not overlook without evincing
& coraven, cowardly spiriv—that it was one
to which we had already too long sobmitted,
aud to which we woull tamely submit no
longer,

Can any one doubt that onr Ambassador's
bobnobbing and fraternizing with Laird,
while our claims were still under discussian,
wae cdleulated to weaken, to damage onr oass !
How could the British public believe us ag-
grieved and in earnest io demanding redress for
| the raveges of Laird's corsairs whils our
| Minister 18 feastiog and frolickiog with Laird
[ Wimgelf? 1s pot such fraternization plainly
| sayiog to John Bull, “You see that we must

make & show of demandiog redress for those
ghip-burnings, but ws don't really mean it,
| pud #hall make the thing as easy as possible.”’

Mr. Laird, we are assared by our Minister,
pow that the war is over, sinoerely wishes a
Jastivg peave between the two conntgles. We
rather think be does, Botsuppose We shonld
to woerrow be in snch a fix 83 we wera juost
{ alter Bull Run, what wonld tien be Mr, Laird's
feelings and wishes 7 Wonld & naw treaty of
peace and friendship with his Government
biud him more than the old one did? [t Mr.
Jopnson imagines that he wag gent to Eogland
to wiks pence with Mr. Luird, he is gravely
wistaken.

Not the least among the results of the late
olvil war 18 the iucreased kuowledge of the
resources and nstural advantages of soll, oli
mate, and prodoctions of the Sonth. While
glavery exisled, an almost vopacconntable
amounot of ignorauee on this gnbject provalled
pwoug the muss of the peopls liviog at the
Nerth, conpled with au equal amoaut of pra-
jmdioe, growing out of the systematio misre-
preseutation made by the opponents of tha fa-

stitntion of alavery, botk religions and politi-
vil. For many yeara this orunsade against
slavery had the effeosof keeping out of its
limits pearly all of the surplus population of
the North, as well as that of Earope, who
songht onr shores, and who wers imbuoed with
& fewling of repngnance to that seotion of the
vountry mainly on acconnt of the “‘imstito-
tion.”  Added to this, the ldea prevalled ex-
tensively that the snocessful onltivation of the
produets of the Sevath conld only be socom-
plished by negro labor-—ootton, sugar, rice,
snd tobacoo—snd that the white men of
Northern Europe and Ameriea were coustito-
tionally incapable of enduring the labor of pro-
duciug these articles in guch & olimate,

The slave system of labor also praventsd
the planters from sseking, or in any way en-
couragiong, anioflux of white laborers, as the
two were, to & eortain extent, antagonistic;
while on the part of the whites a reluotancs to
place themeelves on an apparent lavel with
the blacks bad much to do with the absence
of a white laborivg agriocultnral peopls in the
South. Hence the broad and fertile territory
of the Northweat, much of which was thrown
open to freedom and onltivation by the mother
ol Btates, Virginia, being free from the objso-
tiona which pressuted themselves in the
South, rich and cheap, were naturally and
eagerly sought for by the immigrants, foreign
and pative; and by their labor, perssverance,
and frugality have becoma rich and powurfal.
Their wilderness has been converled juto a
fruitful garden, and their inflaence is felt
thronghont the world.

The late war having resnlted in theaboli-
tion of slavery and compulaory labor, has
been the means, at the samas time, of opaniog
upto the world the honndless rasonro=s of the
conntry, in its goil and varied prodactions, its
watercourses and mill privileges, its minwral
wealth and genial olimate; all now free from
the objections once urged or thought to exist
there. Land is good, plenty, and cheap. The
old plan of colossal plantations is vanish-
ing with the old system of labor which called
them into existence, aud an entirsly dillsrent
goolal statusis beivg inangurated. Thereis an
abundavee of valuuble timber; its wateroonrses
furnish an ivexbanstible sapply of power for
mwechanical and mannfacturing purposes; its
wines of voal, iron, copper, and gold ure eapa-
ble of yieldiug an abuodant sapply of thusa
necepenry and precions metals. With the
modern improvements in agrioultaral imple-
mente the caltivation of the sgtaples has besn
brought within easy range for white labor, and
wnel prove remunerative to all who engags lo
the brsiness.

The progperity and perpatnity of this conn-
try, a8 a whole, depend, in a great mensare,
ou the development of all its parts; and there
is every reason 10 believe that when we sha'l
Lave peace we ghall bave proaperity; that the
orusbhing hand of despotio governmsat will
b removed and itd fostering cars bestowsd
instead; that paity resentment and strife will
be abandoned, anid that the whole South will
rigu refreshed and invigorated, and, with an
industrions population, again take itz oncs
proud position in the nation where intellaot
ghall not be tabooed nor ignorance exalted.
When the Ku-Klux myth shall be forgotten,
and the carpet-baggers ehall make room for the
sturdy sons of toil; when the white man shall
rule under the Jeilersonian motto of *‘Kyaal
aud exact justice to all men, of whatever per-
suacion, religions or political,”” when fiua-
tivism shall be banished the land, or confiawd
to its original limits, then nnmolested labor
sball meet its just reward.
